Puts Interest of Car Patrons Be- 
fore City’s Profits. 


FOR THE GUARANTEE PLAN. 


Feels the Companies Are Entitled to 
Concessions. 


Mayor Harrison yesterday emphasized the 
necessity for improvement in Chicago's street 
car service, even at the cost of a reduction in 


the city’s share of the profits of the com- 


panies.

The only real relief that can come imme- 
diately is that from unified operation, and 
the companies seem to be willing to put that 
into effect.

“I would rather see that money going into 
service than being piled up in the city treas- 
ury.

“If we ask the companies to give more 
than required by their franchises ft is no 
more than natural they ask us for more 
than is required by us in those ordinances.

Holland, Mich, May 15.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.J—In regard to the effect upon the 
stage of water in Lake Michigan which the 
diversion of water through the drainage 
channel may exert, I think this year’s obser- 


‘vation will prove that it does not lower the 


level of the lake or have the least influence 
upon it one way or the other. I have taken 
notice of the stage of water at this point for 
the last seventeen years, beginning with the 
low water of 1896, them gradually rising until 
about four or five years ago, when it was at 
its highest stage. Then going down to nearly 
the level of 1896 and in the last three years 
rising again until this morning with a strong 
southeast ind, which would tend to blow 
the surface water to the west shore, itis only 
about four and one-half inches lower than 
the highest stage I have ever observed. The 
lével of the lake under ordinary conditions 
would, of course, be the same at Chicago as 
It is here. I contend that the drainage chen- 
nel has not as yet had any effect upon the 
level of the lake. Would a further diversion 
make any difference.

anly woman of the Victorian era—the 
the woman “ framed for love, whose 
vow to obey her husband is made in 
ali seriousness, and whose motto of life is 
sacrifice. Many such heroines have been 
written of. Thackeray satirizes her in his 
„% Amella, Dickens made of her a perma- 
pent if dull heroine, and the tender eyes and 
workworn hands of such women have been 
eelebrated innumerable times in the senti- 
mental fiction of the age immediately be- 
bind us; but it has remained for Miss Glas- 
gow to make a tragedy of this tenderness and 
to point out the inepitude and failure of the 
dependent and unquestioning type of woman. 
In writing this book and in presenting it 
with such discernment, such pathos and sub- 
tlety, Miss Glasgow has performed the most 
original and interesting feat of her career. 
She has revealed the fatal blunder of the 
woman who confused the pleasant witirthe 
true —the woman who held it a religious 
duty to evade the facts of life and who laid 
herself, a willing victim, upon the altar of 
masculine — 


Virginia Treadwell, i, exquisite and radiant 
in her bridal array, Slate as a young mother, 
the self-obliterating wife, grows to maturity 
by the side of a brilliant and restless man. 
Her beautiful white hands become ugly. in 
service for him. Her face fades, her clothes 
are obsolete, her mind circumscribed. She 
fails to keep pace with him save in those par- 
ticulars in which she from the first excelled 
him. He loves her profoundly, yet in time 
his aggressive mind and eager hungering 
soul pass her by. He meets success in the 
world as a playwright and he learns to love 
the woman who has helped as an actress in 
that success. Virginia finds herself in mid- 
dle life, left in solitude. Her daughters have 
grown away from her. Her son is at Ox- 
ford. In a huge, opulent home she sits alone 
denuded of all things, her tenderness a drug 
upon the market, her mind as faded as her 
face, with nothing to console her save the 
consciousness that she “never failed in 
love which was her idea of duty. The 
contrast between herself and Miss Oldcastle, 
the modern, eager, aspiring woman, is ex- 
-cellently drawn. ympathy is not all with 
Virginia, though it is with her that the reader 
suffers most. What is most significant in 
the tale is the pathos and futility of the 
woman who stands still, entrenched in in- 
herited ideas. The perfect lady Vir- 
‘ginia is discountenanced and beaten by the 
„ free woman who was one with evolu- 
tion and the resistless principle of change. 

It is a strong book with a well chosen 
theme and its timeliness may not be ques- 
tioned. That Virginia had in the end the 
one and only compensation which could come 
to her, the devotion of a loyal son, comforts 
the distressed reader not alittle. Miss Glas- 
gow may be complimented upon the logic of 


her story.

* PETER AND THE FAIRIES ”’ is a beau- 
tiful little tale by Arthur Henry, a writer of 
whimsical and delicate fancies. It tells of 
“the little people —not the little people of 
Ireland, but those who have once lived in 
the hearts of each of us, making our youth 
enchanting, and who have some way been 
lost-in the maze of things as we blunderingly 
grew up. Incidentally there is a love story. 
It is no more than hinted at, yet it is hauft- 
ing and lovely. This choice little book is 
issued by the Brothers ‘of the Book, an or- 
ganization of book lovers. The members 
live in many cities, and to be admitted to 
the society must be not only lovers of good 
books but holders of ideals and protectors of 
fair and beautiful things—a little group of 
innocuous idealists with no little adaptability 
and ambition. Mr. Henry's book is most ap- 
propriate to their beliefs. The books of the 
Brothers of the Book are published in Chi- 
cago, having headquarters in the Fine Arts 
building.

Grace MacGowan Cooke, who has already 
made a pleasant impression with her novel 
“The Power and the Glory,” comes forward 
now with an extraordinary story of the 
painted desert in Arizona, entitling her ro- 
mance “ THE JOY BRINGER ” (Doubleday, 
Page & Co). The desert has become a favor- 
ite background for American. stories, but 
none has yet been written which revealed so 
much knowledge of the desert Indians and 
the lives they live as this singular and inter- 
esting book. 

A sensational opening awakens some prej- 
udice in the mind of the conservative reader, 
but it soon becomes apparent that the writer 
has meant to do no more than to open her 
story “at the top of the pyramid,” as play- 
wrights would put it. Having married off 
the heroine to the wrong man in a wild elope- 
ment, the author then proceeds after the 
approved psychologic fashion to reconcile 
two warring spirits. It takes many vicissi- 
tudes to accomplish this, and they comprise 
the tale Oratbi, the home of the cliff dwell- 
ing Indians, furnishes a wild Mid vivid back- 
ground for a singular romance, and while 
now and then the life of tHls ancient tribe 
may be forced with a trifle too much empha- 
sis upon the attention, yet the history of 
their lives is so interesting and Mrs. Cooke 
writes so wtll—so extfaordinarily well 
about the west that this is overlooked. On 
the whole the novel may be commended with 
assurance to lovers of western tales.

Eleanor bas married a good but 
weak young man, a playwright who works 
under the stimulus of drink: They are very 
happy until she finds this out, though he 
had mot meant to decelve her; she realizes 
his weakners and tries to cure him. The 
leading woman of his play takes a fancy to 
Harry, and he finds her difficult to resist. 
especially since she urges the drink that he 
craves and that Eleanor tabooes. After each 
of his lapses Eleanor forgives him and helps 
him up along the straight road again. She 
has a tremendously protecting love, and he 
realizes its value and tries to keep out of 
temp'‘ation, but finds be can't. Things go on 
this way until he is permanently crippled in 
an accicent, and it is presumed that no more 
women will go falling in love with him nor 
will he be able so easily to escape from 
Eleanor'e watchful love. 

The book doesn't really say that, but to the 
reader it seems the only safe way te have 
the gentleman fixed in order to insure domes- 
tic felicity. It really is very well done, only 
the latter part somehow seems not so In- 
spired, and orfe dislikes wasting a splendid 
girl upon so paltry a man, even in a book, 
though possibly the situation and its reverse 
are frequently true enough in life. How- 
ever, for the single sake of the stepmother 
characterization the book is decidedly worth 
reading, and the rest of it is a deal more 
creditable than quantities of the fiction 
spread out on the shop counters.

OME people, especially women, who fear 
to get stout do damage to their systems 
by fasting from morning until night and 
do not eat enough to nourish a baby at 
that. Many women are invalids for life, 

useless, helpless things, and all brought to this 
condition by thein own actions, the starvation 
treatment—-victims to their own vanity. To 
such women any food becomes an obstruction. 

These women become accustomed to doing 
without food and a slablike figure repays their 
vanity. Therm later, when they see their folly 
and want to eat, nothing agrees with their stom- 
achs; that organ has weakened with the rest 
of the body and cannot take in and digest real 
food.
